Echoes From Jubilee Reunion at Get- 


tysburg July 1913. 


Among the many very pleasant ac- 


quaintances that I made during the 
•jubilee reunion of the Blue and the 
Gray at Gettysburg the first week of 
July, 1913, was that of Ex-Governor 
Van Sant of Minnesota.

Mrs. Van Sant was 
born on the banks of the Blue Juni- 
ata. To her your poem recalled very 
many pleasant memories. 
Permit 


me to thank you for your kind re- 
membrance. 


It was a pleasure to meet you on 


the historic battlefield of Gettysburg- 
What a meeting? Who can format 
it? Who can ever measure the bene- 
fit that will come from the meeting' 


the Blue and the Gray? None but 


•Americans, who so fiercely fought in 
1863, could meet 50 years afterward 
in 1913, as brothers. 
Our country 


is safe. 
Her t( ited people will 


guide, guard and preserve it 1,000 
years or more. Let us all strive not 
only for a greater republic but for a 
better republic.

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The State Orchard Service 


A lady owning an orchard in Erie 


County has written to State Zoologist 
H. A. Surface, Hanisburg, saying 
that her orchard is infested with San 
Jose scale, and that the trees must 
have expert attention before spring. 
She asks if an inspector could be sent 
to spray the trees, or tell what to do. 
To this appeal for help Professor Sur- 
face replied in such a way that all in- 
terested persons can understand the 
attitude of the State's experts to- 
wards private assistance in horticul- 
ture and agriculture. 


"Concerning the treatment of your 


orchard on your farm in Erie county, 
I can say that we know exactly what 
to do for this pest and can give you 
the information very plainly, so it 
seems to me that it is not necessary 
to go to the expense of sending a man 
to that region to rive yon the infor- 
mation we can here give in writing. 


"The scale is easily cleaned up by 


thoroughly spraying during the dor- 
mant'season with the boiled lime-sul- 
fur solution, either commercial or 
homemade used strong enough. I 
shall be glad to send you any number 
of Bulletins desired, and give any in- 
formation you want. 
I trust this 


meets your needs, and that you will 
kindly accept my offer of assistance 
by mail rather than consider it neces- 
sary for one of my inspectors w 
take the time from his necessary in- 
spection work and incur the expense 
of going there. 


"We do not spray trees forprivate 


citizens, as there is an erroneous im- 
pression in this regard. What spray- 
ing we have done on private places 
is solely for public demonstrational 
purposes. We have always felt that 
it is best to teach the owner of the 
property how to take care of it and 
how to treat his own pests. He can 
not do this without owning his own 
apparatus, and we think it just as 
important for a fruit grower to own 
and operate his own spraying appara- 
tus, as for a corn grower to own and 
.operate his own cultivator. One is as 
essential as the other. It would be 
fully as proper for a corn grower to 
ask us to send a man to cultivate his 
corn, as for a fruit grower to ask us 
to send someone to spray his trees. 
The people of the State should be 
thankful that they have the f:ee ser- 
vice that is offered to them in so 
many different lines, and understand 
that our work is practically educat- 
ional, and is done for this purpose 
rather than for any other. 


"There are several Demonstration, 


Orchards in Erie County, as in each 
of the other counties of Pennsylvania 
and It is easy for a person having 
charge of an* orchard to go to these, 
and learn from the owners just ex- 
actly what was done and when, and 
also see the work done at the next 
demonstration period, .which will be 
shortly after the leaves drop. 


"The failure of your farmer to con- 


trol the scale was due either to lack 
of thoroughness in spraying, or to us- 
ing the lime-sulfur solution too dilute. 
.Every particle of the bark should be 
covered with the liquid made strong, 
according to the directions published 
frequently from this office. 
Both 


thorough spraying and strong liquids 
are essential. 
Spray this fall after 


the leaves drop and again when the 
buds are swelling in the spring and 
you will clean up the pests, as thous- 
ands of other fruit growers have 
done very satisfactorily in this State.

Astronomers Made by Machinery 


Lovers of astronomy are always la- 


menting that this subject is not in- 
cluded .in popular courses of study. 
Unlike botany and geology, astrono- 
my is not very easy to teach in an or- 
dinary school curriculum. 
Merely 


to teach the position "of the planets 
and constellations— 'the most rud- 
imentary form of astronomical study 
—means instruction o~n out of doors 
by ' night under varying conditions. 
The summer sky is not like the winter 
sky nor the spring like the autumn, 
and is never to be counted on to 
show its starry hosts to the in quiring 
gaze. Astronomy pursued to any ex- 
tent is an abstruse and difficult sub- 
ject, outdoing even 
chemstry in 


technicalities. To be pursued earnest- 
ly it needs expensive mechanical ap- 
pliances. 
For 
these - reasons no 


doubt it is seldom found with such 
subjects 
as 
chemstry, 
gology, 


physical geography and zoology in 
schools, and yet it is said that few 
subjects really afford more satisfac- 
tion and enduring pleasure through 
even a superficial knowledge. 


The recent invention of a revolv- 


ing sphere, 15 feet in 'diameter, ad- 
mitting within its stable inner part 
the class and instructor it is hoped 
will popularize astronomy in schools. 
The arch of the sky appears perforat- 
ed with points that indicate the stars. 
Dark within, the sphere, standing in 
a light room, presents to those inside 
the splendid pageant of the skies in 
its due order. 
The sphere revolves 


in such a way as to indicate the true 
place and motion or change of plan- 
ets and stars and constellations at 
each season. The sun, moon, Venus, 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn, the four 
planets that in turn preside over 
morning and evening skies, may all 
be shown in their right place and re- 
volution at a given date. 
A series 


of disks cut the right shape shows 
the phases of the moon. 
A small 


electric light represents the sun.- 


This indeed sounds as if at last as- 


tronomy may come to its own as a 
proper subject for youthful pursuit. 
To be sure when the class is nicely in- 
side the new sphere somebody may 
forget the combination^ of the door 
and a section of the sky with the 


• growling great bear appropriately in 
'evidence may block the exit at the 
proper hour. The janitor may turn 
the sphere the wrong way, so that the 


will gain indelible impressions 


of the sun setting in the east or of the 
pole star circling over the equator.

Results of Proper Orchard Treatment 


A Lancaster County farmer who 


knows how to grow big farm crops 
has started growing peach trees, and 
has written to Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, Harrisburg, a detail- 
ed description of his method of grow- 
ing trees and fertilizing in the sum- 
mer and fall, and asks if he is right 
in so doing. For the sake of putting 
nim on the right track, Professor 
Surface has been obliged to tell him 
to change his methods, and has given 
some information which may prove 
helpful to persons who have bee'n 
stimulating their trees to growth that 
is too rank, especially late in the fall. 


The reply is as follows: 
"Concerning the treatment of the 


soil around your peach troes, I can 
say that you are going about it as 
aear blindly as a man can. I can not 
see much' method or scientific prin- 
ciple back of what you are doing. You 
should not go forward in an expen- 
sive and rash manner without your- 
self understanding the principle of 
soil treatment. 
This is no time of 


year to apply nitrate of soda. It will 
push the growth when you do not 
want it . Apply it in the spring when 
it is needed. 
On such soil as yours 


it should not be needed at all. 


"I cannot understand why you wish 


to use fertilizer at this time of year. 
There is so much about 
orchard 


management that you do not know, 
and that you should know, that I 
can not write a book on it at the pre- 
sent time. 
I am sorry for you, but 


for your own sake I want to tell yo.u 
the truth. 
I do not wish you to 


think that I am writing to you in a 
disrespectful manner, but you do not 
understand 
the principles of soil 


management in an orch'ard, and you 
should study this subject thoroughly 
first. 


"Cut out the fertilizer business, 


sow crimson clover or vetch, as a cov- 
er crop this winter, turn it down in 
the early spring, and keep •> it clean 
cultivated. 
Prune your trees lightly 


this summer, prune them (heavier 
during the winter. Spray them with 
the boiled lime-sulfur when dor- 
mant for scale and other insect pests 
and plant diseases, and with the self- 
boiled lime-sulfur and arsenate of 
lead just after the husks fall in the 
spring, and if they are going to have 
Brown Rot spray with the self-boiled 
lime-sulfur for this. The formula for 
all these preparations are in my Bul- 
letins, which are sent free of charge 
to everyone who wants th»m. 


"Come and see my orchard this 


year, with a crop of 20,000 or 30,000 
baskets of peaches, due to the treat- 
ment disciissed above. 
No money 


spent on fertilizers, no labor lost by 
work at the wrong time of the year. 
I can deliver the goods if ever this 
year and show that my methods are 
correct. If any man in Pennsylvania 
can show a larger or better crop of 
peaches than mine, I shall travel 
across the State to see it, but at the 
present time I do not know where 
it is to be found. This is the result 
of careful study of the needs of the 
trees, and proper handling of them, 
rather than lucky conditions or cir- 
cumstances."

MODERNIZED THE ANGEL. 


Mounted on Ball Bearings, It Now Acts 


as a Weather Vane. 


There are many kinds of angels 


ranging in style from those we read 
about in the Bible to those who bring 
out talent on the stage. It has remain- 
ed, however, for a writer in the Amer- 
ican Alachinist to-discover a new type 
of the seraphic assortment. This an- 
gel is "ball bearing" and entirely un- 
like the common or garden^ variety 
of angels. It stands on top of\the fa- 
mous tower known as the Campanile 
di San Marco, in Venice, and swings to 
the wind 'like a weather vane. 


Tne, statue ,of the angel San Marco, 


which surveyed the old city of Lagunea 
since the sixteenth century, was found 
but little .damaged among the ruins 
after the collapse of the tower. It was 
repaired and now stands again on thp 
lofty' height, but is supported in a very 
different manner from the old, for it 
now rests on- modern ball bearings. 


This, method of mounting allows the 


statue to .be turned around a vertical 
axis by the wind, so that it swings au- 
tomatically into such a position that 
the angel always presents the small- 
est surface to the wind or storm. If 
one considers that the large wings of 
the angel, which are eleven feet high, 
project straight backward, it may be 
imagined that the difference of the 
wind pressure is considerable, whether 
the wind blows against the small front 
surface or against the side exposing 
the large face of the wings.

THE PRESIDENT'S WARNING 


The great majority of the papers of 


the United States sanctioned President 
Wilson's warning to get out of Mexi- 
co, and very many of" our citizens 
took his advice; but some of our 
journals looked upon his act as one 
of weakness, unbecoming a mighty 
nation like ours. 


They point out that Japan just is- 


sued a protest when her citizens were 
in danger in this country and they 
•were protected. True, but they over- 
look the different conditions. 
The 


head of this Government is recog- 
nized by Japan and our government 
recognizes those in authority in Ja- 
pan, while we have never recognized 
the present ruler, Huerta, in Mexico, 
and wisely have w.e not, for he 
ascended to the throne by a path of 
murder and bloodshed and occupies 
his position perhaps only temporarily, 
as was the case with his predecessor, 
Madeiro, who dethroned Diaz, an 
accusation against him being that he 
ruled with an iron hand; this was 
true, but the "iron hand" was a 
necessity, as has since been shown, 
and his successor is said to have been 
a large land owner in the northern 
part of the country, but a tax dodger, 
and he proved a less strong ruler 
than Diaz, and the present ruler is 
Tirtually a murderer.

Joseph J. Saiisom 


Joseph Jordan Sansom, for many 


years a resident of Indiana, Pa., and 
well known as a newspaper builder 
in several Pennsylvania cities, died 
at the residence of W. S. Daugherty 
of Indiana, Saturday, August 23, at 
the ripe age of over SI years. 
Mr. 


Sansom was born in Stoyestown April 
13, 1832. His early years were large- 
ly spent in Bedford. Associated with 
James B. Sansom he was one of the 
founders of The Fulton Democrat at 
McConnellsburg, and he came later 
with James B. Sansom in 1861'to 
Indiana, where The Indiana Demo- 
crat was established and both of 
these newspapers became successful 
and 
influential publications. 
Mr. 


Sansom was also engaged in business 
later in Bedford, Lock Haven and 
Wilkes-Barre. 


He was connected for some time 


with The Altoona Tribune and be- 
came one of the three founders of 
The Altoona Times, one of the largest 
newspapers in Central Pennsylvania. 


Some 25 years ago he returned to 


Indiana, being connected with The 
Democrat, and later was associated 
with William L. Sansom on the Jef- 
fersonian Democrat of Brookville, 
and the Clarion Democrat of Clarion. 
Some 16 years ago he came to Indi- 
ana, and retiring from active busi- 
ness cares made his home with his 
sister, Mrs. W. S. Daugherty, and 
his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Sansom, 
who also resided with Mrs. Daugh- 
erty. 


During his later years Mr. Sansom, 


who was an accomplished florist and 
nurseryman, devoted much of his 
time to the culture'of flowers and to 
nature studies, his garden being fa- 
mous in Indiana for its beauty, and 
his accurate knowledge of plant life 
Shuch in demand. 
' 


Gentle and cultured by nature, his 


character was broadened by wide 
reading, and a sunny disposition en- 
deared him to all with whom he came 
in contact, while 'his upright and 
honorable life and_practical Christian 
teachings!left his impression on many 
of the young men- who knew him. 


Mr. Sansom early in life became a 


member of St. Luke's Episcopal 
Church of Altoona, and for many 
years he was a vestryman of that par- 
ish. 
For the past year or so he has 


been in failing health and his end 
was not unexpected. 
He is survived 


by his two sisters, Mrs. W. S. Daugh- 
erty and Mrs. Amanda Cleaver of 
Bedford, as well as by a number of 
nieces and nephews. 


The funeral services were conduct- 


ed Monday afternoon at the residence 
of W. S. Daugtierty by Rev. Frankell

TRICKS OF LIGHT. , 


^ People Sometimes Feel Dull or 


• Uncomfortable at Table. 


How few people realize that they, 


are actually suffering from snow blind- 
ness in miniature every time they 
read or work over a white surface on 
which a brilliant light shines directly. 
Half tone paper, for instance, which Is 
the common medium for the majority 
of books we read, will throw a blind- 
ing glare into the eye of the reader if 
the light strikes it at the wrong angle, 
and it forms an excellent test for the 
selection of proper lighting for a room 
and for the placing of the lighting fix- 
tures, for lighting diffusion should be 
such as to allow comfortable reading 
from half tone paper in any position. 


A ^pme hanging above a dining table 


on which is white cloth causes the 
light to reflect into the eyefl of those 
around the table-at an angle that pro- 
duces muscular strain. This has a 
peculiar effect upon the senses, and

Deaf people, for in- 
stance, cannot hear so well if they 
are facing a brilliantly lighted room, 
and, as for being able to see better by 
a bright light than by a dim one, ex- 
actly the reverse is the case, for de- 
tail of objects become practically lost 
to the eye when too much light enters 
it—Suburban Life Magazine.

The United State Civil Service will demand the appoint- 


ment of approximately 35,000 additional employees during 
the coming year to handle the increased mail on account of 
the new Parcel Post Law. 


The opportunities for positions in the Civil Service were

the service. The salaries start at $900 a )rear and increase 
from year to year to $1800 a year. 


Railway Mail Clerks have charg'e of receiving, hand- 


ling, distributing and delivering United States Mail matter 
on trains, steamers, etc. Practically every mile of railroad 
in the-United States is now covered by this servicej the total 
mileage, including steam and electric roads and steamboat 
routes, being over 245,000 miles.

INSECT ANAESTHETICS. 


Wasps and Beetles 
Paralyze 
Their 


' Victims Before Killing. 


That the sting of the wasp, which 


punctures "the nerve centers of a cap- 
tured caterpillar or spider, usually par- 
alyzes the" creature into helplessness 
rather than kills it is well known. 
The victim remains alive in the bur- 
row or cell In which the wasp stores It 
Us food for tlie larva which will 
emerge from the egg laid in £he same 
cell. 
Therefore the newly hatched 


grub finds* ready for it a provision of 
living meat instead of decayed car- 
rion. 
That "wizard" among entomologists, 


the venerable Fabr.e, has discovered a 
similar yet even more extraordinary 
fact in the history of the glowworm 
beetle (lampyris—namely, that 'it an- 
aesthetizes the prey upon which it 
itself" feeds, so that it may consume it 
at leisure and predigested. This <beetle, 
whose vbrilliant' phosphorescence at- 
tracts the eye~in-the dusk of the sum- 
mer evenings, habitually hunts and 
seizes upon' a certain small snail in or- 
der to eat it. ' "^ " 
•- 


The curious thing is that the beetle 


anaesthetizes the mollusk at the first 
attack, preventing it from escaping by 
withdrawing to safety deep within its 
shell. 
Upon finding .the snail the 


beetle dashes forward and, thrusting 
out its sharp, curved mandibles, re- 
peatedly stabs the side of the body of 
its prey. After a few punctures the 
snail becomes insensible and remains 
in that deadened state for three or 
four hours—a time more than sufficient 
for the beetle'to complete its meal.— 
Independent.

"God, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the prophets, hath 
in these last days spoken unto us by 
His Son" (Ps. 1, 1; Isa. I, 2; Deut. 
xxxii. 1: Heb. I. 1). 


Bepeating these words of the Ten 


Commandments in Deut v, Moses said 
concerning them: "These words the 
Lord spake unto all your assembly in 
the mount out of the midst of the fire, 
of the cloud and of the thick dark- 
ness with a great voice, and He add- 
ed no more 
And He wrote them In 


two tables of stone and delivered them 
tmto me" (Deut. v. 22) 
"The tables 


were written on both their sides, * * * 
and the tables were the work of God, 
and the writing was the writing of 
God. graven upon the tables." "Tables 
of stone written with the finger of 
God" (Ex. xxxii, 15, 16; xxxi. 18). See 
also Deut. ix, 10; x. 4. There never 
were tables like these nor writing like 
this, and as He spoke to and wrote for 
Hebrew people It must have been in 
the Hebrew language, the only lan- 
guage of winch we have any record as 
b*>ing spolvfn 
from heaven to man 


(Acts xsvi 14) He gave as a reason 
for the ten words who He is and what 
He had done, "1 am the Lord thy God 
which have brought tnee out of the 
land of Esrpt. out of the bouse of 
bondage." 


Note two of the many repetitions of 


this great saying and His great long- 
ing that they would give heed to Him 
that He might do all that was in His 
heart for them (Deut. v, 6, 29; Ps 
Ixxxi. 10-1G) ' Note in the ten words 
the fourfold repetition of "the Lord 
thy God" (verses 5. 7, 10, 12) They 
suggest at least this—Jehovah, thy Re- 
deemer, who is also thy Creator. We 
have for our meditation in this lesson 
the first four of the ten words or com- 
mandments, and they are summarized 
by our Lord In these words in His 
reply to the lawyer: "Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart. 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind" (Matt, xxii, 37). 


We all need to confess. "O Lord our 


God, other lords beside Thee have had 
dominion over us" (Isa, xxvi, 13). The 
rich young ruler who thought that be 
had kept all the commandments from 
his youth up was proved gnilty of 
breaking the first one when he prefer- 
red his great possessions to eternal 
life (Matt xix, 21, 22). It is not nec- 
essary to bow down to the work of 
men's hands to break the first of the 
commandments, for if anything, how- 
ever lawful it may be, occupies our 
hearts more than our Creator Redeem- 
er we are guilty, and breaking one 
breaks all, according to Jas. ii. 10. 
The worship of sun, moon or stars or 
the likeness of anything In heaven or 
earth Is forbidden by the second com- 
mand. See the matter more fully stat- 
ed in Deut. tv. 15-19. 


This command, like the others, may 


be broken by our thoughts, for God 
sees the pictures we hang up and 
bow down to In the chambers of our 
imagery (Ezek. vili, 12), and He de 
sires for our good that He should be 
supreme even in the imagination of 
our thoughts, all being brought into 
captivity to the obedience of Christ 
(II Cor x. 5) 
He is called a jealon.s 


God just se^ en times (Ex. xx, 5; xxxh . 
14; Deut iv. 24; v, 9. vi. 15-r Josh. xxiv. 
19; Nab. i. 2). and some light is giv 
en upon It by Isa. xlii. 8, "I am Jeho 
vah—that Is My name—and My glory 
will I not give to another, neither 
My praise to graven Images." 
He 


desires us all for Himself that He may 
fully reveal Himself to us and through 
us. 
As to not taking His name In 


vain, the positive form Is. "Hallowed 
be Thy name." and all that tends to 
exalt our name instead of His or that 
says by word or act. "Let us make us 
a name" (Gen. xi, 4). breaks this com- 
mand. 


The fourth command concerns the 


Sabbath day and takes us back to G,en. 
11, 1-3, and "on ward to the rest of 'the 
kingdom, when the Lord alone shall 
be exalted and His name great among 
all nations, from the rising of the sun 
even unto .the going down of the same 
(Isa. 11. 11, 17; Mai. 1, 11, 14, 1. c.). 
Until that time He has set apart one 
day In seven ns a special opportunity 
for Him to reveal Himself to us that 
we may become Increasingly occupied 
with Him and filled with His fullness 
of peace and joy. 


The great adversary is always at 


work seeking to pervert Scripture and 
bring Into bondage and has led many 
to believe that to honor the first day 
of the week, on which our Lord rosf 
from the dead, is all wrong The reply 
to nil such Is found In Col. 11. 16, 17.
